“There is v ery little lik eli­ 
hood of pronou nced strength in 
any p art of the economy ’’ in 
1975, said indu strial economist 
Dav id Grov e. 
“'Diere is no near term im­ 
prov ement in p rosp ect,’’ said 
b ank economist Bery l Sprink el.

Bu t he said the rate of inflation 
may b e easing. 
Another b ank economist, Wal­ 
ter Hoadley , said the American 
people are v igorou sly fighting 
inflation. Bu t he warned that 
inflationary psy chology may b e 
starting to change spending 
hab its. 
Alan Greenspan, new chair­ 
man of the President’s Cou ncil 
of Economic Adv isers, said in­ 
flationary psy chology is one of 
the major u nderly ing economic 
prob lems. 
If this can b e ov ercome, 
Greenspan said, a major eco­ 
nomic dep ressent wou ld b e re­ 
mov ed. 
Ford donned wire-rimmed 
spectacles to ex amine a series 
of technical charts presented 
b y Greenspan to su pport a 
gu ardedly optimistic assess­ 
ment of economic improv e­ 
ments. 
Eck stein said “it might b e 
clear some time nex t y ear that 
the worst of inflation is b ehind 
u s.’’ He su ggested the rate 
might decline from 10 p er cent 
this y ear to 8 per cent nex t 
y ear to 6 per cent the y ear 
after. 
Ford told the session, b road­ 
cast nationally b y pu b lic tele­ 
v ision and radio, that he wants 
the series of meetings to resu lt 
in a pack age of proposals.

(PBC) on Wednesday passed a resolu tion inv iting 
the Nu rsing and Health Committee of the Cou nty 
Board to su e the Medical Facilities, Inc., Brok en 
Bow, Neb ., for the architectu ral u nderestimating of 
the needed air conditioning capacity at the new 
cou nty nu rsing home. 
liie committee au thorized Mou nt Plu mb ing and 
Heating of Polo to install an additional u nit of air 
conditioning capacity at a cost of $16,800 which the 
cou nty will pay for. 
Charles Du nphy , District 1, committee mem­ 
b er, said installing the ex tra u nit after the initial 
u nits were pu t in prob ab ly cost the cou nty $3,000 to 
$4 ,000 more than had it b een inclu ded in the original 
project. 
Ru ssell Mou nt of the Polo firm, adv ised the 


committee he thou ght the architect had u nderesti­ 
mated the air conditioning capacity b u t that he 
“mu st follow the specifications the committee had 
adopted.’’ 


Mrs. Elsie Carter, chairman of the PBC, said 
the commission decided to defer to the committee in 
seek ing some damages from the architects of the 
nu rsing home b ecau se the commission mu st employ 
an ou tside attorney to press the case, “which wou ld 
b e an ex pensiv e v entu re,’’ while the committee can 
seek the serv ice of the state’s attorney in pu shing 
any su it it might decide to insitu te. 
Mrs. Carter said Joseph Klu eppel, nu rsing 
home administrator, had, on more than one occa­ 
sion, u nsu ccessfu lly tried to conv ince the architect 
the specified air conditioning capacity was inade­ 
q u ate.

District-wide enrollment fig­ 
u res released b y School Su pt. 
Stanley Web er at Wednesday 
night’s School Board meeting 
indicate a decrease in the nu m­ 
b er of stu dents attending pu b lic 
schools in Dix on. 
Compared with 1973-74 fig­ 
u res, the new enrollments de­ 
creased b y fou r stu dents from 
4 ,37 6 last y ear to 4 ,37 2. 
There were some su b stantial 
changes, howev er, at the indi­ 
v idu al schools, Web er noted in 
discu ssing the matter with the 
Dix on School Board. Both Mad­ 
ison and Sou th Central showed 
large changes in enrollments 
ov er the prev iou s y ear. Madi­ 
son increased its stu dent popu ­ 
lation b y 44 with the majority of 
the increases at the k indergar­ 
ten, fou rth, fifth and six th 
grade lev els. 
At Sou th Central, where the 
school b oard v oted to discontin­ 
u e the first grade, enrollments 
plu nged b y 66 stu dents. Other 
schools showing a decrease in 
attendance were £ hx on High 
School, Lincoln and Washing­ 
ton. Increases were noted at 
Grand Detou r, Jefferson and 
Eldena. 
The following tab u lation indi­ 
cates the official enrollment 
figu res with last y ear’s figu res 
in p arentheses;

Web er added, in his p resenta­ 
tion to the b oard, k indergarten 
enrollments hav e stay ed the 
same for two y ears, at 331. The 
figu re rep resents district-wide 


attendance. 
The enrollment figu res coin­ 
cide with projection made in a 
su rv ey in Ju ly 1973 as p art of a 
feasib ility stu dy for y ear-rou nd 
school. 
An ou tdoor edu cation pilot 
p rogram was giv en approv al b y 
the b oard. Proposed b y Merrill 
Hu ghes, assistant su perinten- 
dent-cu rricu lu m, the program 
is designed for six th grade stu ­ 
dents at Madison and Grand 
Detou r Schools. According to 
Hu ghes, the stu dents, 84 in all, 
will spend three day s and two 
nights at Camp Rey noldswood 
Oct. 29-31. 
Regu lar classes will b e held 
du ring Üie day , u tilizing class­ 
room teachers at the two 
schools. Nighttime su perv ision 
has b een v olu nteered b y teach­ 
ers withou t ex tra pay . 
Each child will b e req u ired to 
pay $20.M for the u se of Rey n­ 
oldswood, insu rance and meals 
for the ex cu rsion. Stu dents will 
b e b u ssed to the site in the 
morning hou rs Oct. 29 and re­ 
tu rned to their schools the af­ 
ternoon of Oct. 31. 
Mrs. Jean Harris and Mrs. 
Ru th Edwards, on hand for 
Wednesday night’s discu ssion, 
were instru mental in ob taining 
the site and work ing with 
Hu ghes on the instru ctional 
content. 
The pilot p roject is a spin-off 
of the ex isting ou tdoor edu ca­ 
tion program of the “day camp 
ty p e’’ offered for fifth grade 
stu dents. Hu ghes said “depend­ 
ing on the su ccess of this pilot 
p rogram we hope to ex tend the 
ov ernights to all six th grade 
stu dents nex t y ear.’’ 
In related action, the b oard 
approv ed pay ing a rate hik e 
charged b y Stronghold Inc., 
Oregon, for the district’s u se of 


their facilities. The grou nds 
hav e b een u tilized for the dis­ 
trict’s day -camp offered to fifth 
graders at a prev iou s rate of 35 
cents p er child p er day . 
Memb ers approv ed what was 
termed a “compromise’’ b y 
Hu ghes of 75 cents p er child per 
day . Hu ghes said the b oard of 
directors at Stronghold pro­ 
posed the rate p er child b e in­ 
creased to $1 per day . 
Hu ghes strongly su ggested, 
in a letter to Stronghold, the 
b oard wou ld look for an alter­ 
nativ e site if the $1 rate were 
charged. Officers with Strong­ 
hold cou ntered with a 7 5-cent 
charge with a fiv e p er cent ad- 
ministrativ e-personnel fee per 
person. 
The new figu re raised op era­ 
tional costs from $650 to $1,050. 
Hu ghes caid alternativ e sites 
are b eing stu died for imple­ 
mentation nex t y ear. 
In other action the b oard ap ­ 
prov ed a recommendation that 
the district p u rchase a $10 
memb ership in the Lee Cou nty 
Cou ncil on Aging. Web er was 
selected to rep resent the school 
district.

Bu sh, who spent mu ch of his 
20-month tenu re d^ending for­ 
mer President Richard M. Nix ­ 
on, will head the U.S. mission 


to mainland China with the 
rank of amb assador. 
Mrs. Smith, who will b e elect­ 
ed formally when the Repu b li­ 
can National Committee meets 
here Sept. 16, said she will 
name Richard Ob enshain of 
Virginia as her co-chairman, 
the p arty ’s No. 2 post.

There are a lot ot ex periments going on 
these day s. Ex p erimental aircraft, ex p eri­ 
mental sp ace stations and then there’s Am- 
trak ’s ex perimental rou tes. And certainly the 
latter can affect a great deal more than a new 
track record lor space flight. 
With that dream in mind, a concerted ef­ 
fort has spru ng u p u nder the heading of 
WARP, the Western Association of Railroad 
Passengers, to get passenger trains rolling 
again from Chicago to Sou thern California 
and Chicago to Portland, Ore. 
Headq u artered in Carroll, Iowa, WARP 
has b een doing its homework in the form of 
nearly 80,000 responses presented to the De­ 
p artment of Transportation (DOT) in su pport 
of the proposed rou te. Some 24 million Ameri­ 
cans reside within 50 miles of the proposed 
rou te or ab ou t 12 p er cent of the U.S. popu la­ 
tion wou ld b e within access of passenger train 
lines. 
Under the National Amtrack Act of 1973 a 
new ex p erimental rou te will b e initiated each 
y ear and operated for two y ears for ev alu a­ 
tion. 
WARP is proposing that DOT accep t its 
plan for the 1975-76 rou te. The 1974 rou te was 
the Boston-Chicago line. 
If adopted, WARP’s plan wou ld restore 
transcontinental rail p assenger serv ice 
across the nation’s midsection. 
WARP proposed that the trains u se ex ist­ 
ing track of Chicago Northwestern and Union 
Pacific Railroad lines. If adopted, the train 
wou ld leav e Chicago on the Northwestern, 
proceed throu gh central Illinois and Iowa to 
Omaha, Neb ., then trav el on the Union Pacif­ 
ic throu gh Neb rask a. 
The rou tes wou ld split in two at Granger, 
Wy o; one going to Ogden and Salt Lak e City , 
Utah, then sou thwest throu gh Nev ada and in­ 
to California. The other, from Wy oming, 
wou ld trav el throu gh Idaho and Oregon. 
As an ex ample, a person liv ing in the Dix 
on area cou ld hop on a streamlined coach

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here headed for Las Vegas, Nev . or Portland, 
Ore. or Boston. 
The Department of Transportation has y et 
to mak e a decision on the WARP proposal, al­ 
thou gh a recent delegation of dignitaries lin­ 
ing the proposed rou te met with Undersecre­ 
tary John W. Bamu m in attemp ts to conv ince 
DOT the d!hicago-West Coast rou te wou ld b e 
the m(^t logical. 
Some two y ears of stu dy lay ing grou nd­ 
work mapping the proposal preceded that 
meeting and althou gh area officials were op­ 
timistic following the meeting, mu ch remains 
to b e done b efore it can b ecome a reality . 
For instance there’s the Illinois State Leg­ 
islatu re who will hav e to ov erride a line-item 
b u dget v eto b y Gov . Dan Walk er of su b sidy 
fu nds eaimark ed to get passenger serv ice 
rolling b etween Chicago and Clinton, Iowa. In 
v etoing the fu nds. Walk er instead chose to ap ­ 
prov e costs of a feasib ility stu dy . 
llie charterd rou te is not passing throu gh 
isolated areas as one might ex pect. No, the 
rou te cou ld look forward to some p retty hefty 
ridership as a WARP su rv ey indicates. The 
su rv ey claims some 95 p er cent of the more 
than 80,000 respondents indicated they wou ld 
u se passenger train serv ice if it were av aila­ 
b le. The same people said they wou ld trav el 
50 miles or more for good p assenger serv ice. 
Among those Congressmen who hav e 
pledged their fu ll su pport and b ack ing to the 
WARP rou te is John B. Anderson, l« h Dis­ 
trict. Anderson and other legislators along the 
proposed rou te, all the way to the West Coast, 
will continu e to “lob b y ” on b ehalf of the pro­ 
posed rou te u ntil the selection is finalized 
The prop(^ed rou te wou ld cross 10 states in 
its jou rney westward. If adopted b y DOT, the 
rou te wou ld b e ev alu ated at the end of the 
two-y ear “test p eriod.” If the rev iew indi­ 
cates that the rou te has attracted insu fficient 
patronage, the Secretary of Transportation 
may terminate the line. 
A great deal of credit is du e WARP for its 
u ntiring efforts to coordinate plans to com­ 
plete the proposed rou te. 'Die organization b e­ 
gan in a small Chamb er of Commerce office 
in Carroll, Iowa, sev eral y ears ago, b y a 
handfu l of citizens who thou ght u p the idea 
and decided to pu t their thou ghts into action

ciou s climate is an u phill task, and 
it’s going to get tou gher. 
One thing is certain: reporting in 
‘‘The Age of Scru tiny ” will demand 
more commu nications skills on the 
part of corporations than ev er be­ 
fore. Corporations will need to strike 
a fine balance between what will fu l­ 
fill the informational requ irements 
of their sev eral au diences and their 
indu lgence in the kind of informa­ 
tional ov erkill that only produ ces a 
new kind of obscu rity .

Call it a crisis of belief, a failu re 
of confidence, a widespread and po­ 
tentially disabling mistru st of big 
gov ernment and big bu siness, there 
is v ery little dou bt that the national 
mood confronts the bu siness com­ 
mu nity with the kind of u nderly ing 
credibility problem that will de­ 
mand far more than cosmetics and 
good intentions to be resolv ed. 
At stake is not ju st the health of 
indiv idu al companies, bu t the fu tu re 
of ‘‘people’s capitalism”—the par­ 
ticipation of some 30 million Ameri­ 
cans in the growth of the economy 
throu gh some form of stock owner­ 
ship. 
Corporate ex ecu tiv es, financial 
analy sts and the pu blic at large are 
losing faith in all institu tions, with 
the most pronou nced tremors being 
felt on Wall Street, that most sensi­ 
tiv e of all barometers of America’s 
economic well-being. 
The corporate credibility prob­ 
lem is not a temporary crisis. The 
collapse of a nu mber of major cor­ 
porations and banks whose stock 
had been highly tou ted by the most 
sophisticated market observ ers has 
made the inv estor an endangered 
species, more wary than ev er of be-- 
ing hu nted to economic ex tinction. 
The widely pu blicized disclosu re 
of frau d in a relativ ely few of thou ­ 
sands of pu blicly -owned companies 
has brou ght abou t a significant and 
trou bling shift in the way the av er­ 
age inv estor perceiv es the financial 
commu nity . 
In part, the shift can be attribu t­ 
ed to an inability to spring back into 
a recov ery mo(^ from one disaster 
before another strikes. Bu t, per­ 
haps, ev en more instru mental in in­ 
du cing this new mood of disenchant­ 
ment is the av erage inv estor’s sense 
that not only hav e the corporations 
and financial institu tions let him 
down bu t that the gatekeepers of 
tru th and integrity —the accou nting 
profession -m ay be failing him as 
well. 
The ‘‘Age of Scru tiny ” appears to 
be on u s. Establishing and maintain­ 
ing pu blic credibility in this su spi- 


The spotlight of pu blic attention 
is being focu s^ relentlessly now on 
qu estionable (bu t not necessarily il­ 
legal) practices in gov ernment, the 
professions and bu siness and it’s not 
likely to be div erted u ntil some kind 
of effectiv e reform is introdu ced, ei­ 
ther throu gh v olu ntary action or leg­ 
islation. 


In the present lopsided stock 
market, wherein the big institu tional 
inv estors represent two-thirds of all 
stock trading, the indiv idu al inv es­ 
tor has a legitimate complaint—that 
brokerage hou ses spend their re­ 
search dollars primarily for the ben­ 
efit of the large institu tions while the 
interests of the retail cu stomer go 
u nnoticed. He also fau lts the brokers 
for mostly u rging him to bu y , hardly 
ev er to sell. 
There is one critical area where 
all companies in all indu stries are 
increasingly ex pected to pu t their 
credibility on the line and that is in 
the financial accou nting they giv e of 
themselv es. There is a great deal of 
change afoot in how companies 
shou ld prov ide this data and, in the 
last analy sis, how equ ally . A clearer 
financial langu age is definitely 
needed. 
Is this striv ing for credibility 
worthwhile to the av erage inv estor? 
Consider the alternativ es: a fu r­ 
ther withdrawal of the pu blic from 
the stock m arket; a deterioration in 
the moral climate that ex tends far 
bey ond the financial commu nity and 
Wall Street; a fu rther erosion of a 
free economy . 
This is what commu nicating 
credibility is all abou t. 


Not a nti-pe t 
but pro-pe ople

WASHINGTON (N E A )- There 
is a serv ice station operator in New 
Jersey who say s with ignorant pride 
that his dog eats twice as mu ch food 
as his family . The animal, a German 
shepherd kept for secu rity pu rposes, 
is so monstrou sly greedy it con­ 
su mes sev eral pou nds of hambu r­ 
ger, steak, chopped liv er, eggs, 
chicken and meal daily . All told, 
say s the owner, ‘‘the dog eats $100 
worth of food ev ery damn week.” 
The ex ample, thou gh singu lar 
and ex cessiv e, is nonetheless illu s 
trativ e of the lengths many Ameri­ 
cans go to keep pets arou nd the 
home or bu siness. And these lengths 
shou ld not be thorou ghly ex amined 
for their moral deficiencies. Ev en in 
the best of times the copiou s gorging 
of domestic animals is pecu liarly of­ 
fensiv e; today , with millions of peo 
pie going hu ngry in the world, it is 
patently disgu sting. 
The problem is not of small di­ 
mensions. .According to one pet su p 
ply magazine, Americans now own 
more than 600 million non-farm ani­ 
mals 23 million birds, 28 million 
cats, 41 million dogs, 340 million fish, 
8 million horses and 125 million pet 
mice, gerbils, hamsters, snakes, 
frogs, tu rtles, ad infinitu m. One esti­ 
mate has it the owners spend be 
tween $15 and $20 billion on the care 
and feeding of these creatu res, 
mostly the feeding. Pet food p^ple 
gu ess that some $1.5 to $2 billion 
alone is spent on canned or pack­ 
aged dog and cat food 
The gru b for these beasts, natu ­ 
rally , is not created in laboratories. 
It qu ite literally is taken from the 
mou ths of people. An agricu ltu re de­ 
partment official say s that at least 
10 per cent of all food concentrates 
produ ced in the nation are sold to pet 
food manu factu rers. This means 
that of approx imately 203 million 
tons of feed concentrates grown in 
America l|ist y ^ r , 2(kmilliQn disap­ 
peared into the bellies of mu tts, 


scratchy cats, backy ard nags and 
fish that swim in garishly decorated 
tanks which resemble rooms in a 
Mex ican bordello. 
Measu red against growing hu ­ 
man want, the situ ation is only 
slightly short of insanity . Thou gh 
world popu lation is growing at a rate 
of 2.6 per cent a y ear, food produ c­ 
tion is off sharply . Last y ear, ac­ 
cording to United Nations reports, 
the world crop dropped 4 per cent 
from the prev iou s y ear, or 42 million 
tons. The resu lt has been cata­ 
strophic: Some 12 million Ameri­ 
cans, u nable to afford enou gh food, 
now are u ndernou rished Some 14 
million hu mans in the su b-Sahara 
region of Africa are facing the possi­ 
bility of a dou ght-related starv ation. 
Arou nd the world, according to U N. 
stu dies, as many as 400 million peo­ 
ple go to bed hu ngry ev ery night; 
‘‘Babies cry , old men wait to die, 
pregnant women indu ce abortion 
rather than bring more children into 
hu nger.” Those who witness the 
misery believ e hu nger is worse than 
the scenes of war. 
Yet in America the dogs in the 
streets are stu ffed. No dou bt they of­ 
ten eat better than their owners The 
label on a can of AJpo chicken and 
liv er ‘‘dog dinner” is ev er so mu ch 
more impressiv e than the label on a 
can of pork and beans; the nu trients 
alone occu py two fu ll inches of print 
and inclu de « » v ery thing from fou r 
major v itamins to niacin, choline, 
calciu m, potassiu m, magnesiu m, 
iron and copper Besides food, then, 
the pets also deplete the world’s 
mineral resou rces. 
Clearly , priorities mu st be re­ 
thou ght And the su ggestion is not 
anti-pet so mu ch as it is pro-people. 
It may be, as some su ggest, that 
easy access to pets shou ld no longer 
continu e. Ev en the Hu mane Society 
admits that most pet owners are to 
some degree irresponsible and that 
this irresponsibility cau ses enor­ 
mou s social and moral woe

Once Congress has confirmed 
President Ford’s choice of Vice 
President, Nelson Rockefeller, the 
United States will hav e a head of 
state and an heir-presu mptiv e nei­ 
ther of whom has ev er been nation­ 
ally elected to any thing. 
In most western cou ntries that 
wou ld be thou ght an odd way to re­ 
establish the legitimacy of gov ern­ 
m ent—indeed, some Americans 
think it v ery odd—bu t it is what the 
Constitu tion say s. Politically speak­ 
ing, President Ford draws his legiti­ 
macy from C!ongress, since it was 
the consensu s of Congress, firmly 
conv ey ed to President Nix on last 
y ear by Melv in Laird, that cau sedl 
the already shaken President to ap­ 
point Mr. Ford when the Vice Presi­ 
dent, Spiro Agnew, had to go. 
The facts seem to dictate to Mr. 
Ford that he shou ld deal with the 
Democratic Congress in as biparti­ 
san a spirit as he can manage, and in 
that sense he has made a decidedly 
impressiv e start. 
In choosing his Vice President 
Mr. Ford was well adv ised to act in 
that spirit, and he did, bru shing 
aside the hectic pressu re from the 
old Goldwater camp for a right­ 
winger who wou ld go down well at 
Repu blican rallies in the Great 
Plains. Long labelled a conserv ativ e 
himself, he is signalling to the cou n­ 
try that he intends to stand as close 
to the political center as a conserv a­ 
tiv e can get. His choice of Rockefel­ 
ler is the most conspicu ou s of many 
su ch signals. 
All the same, and good and de­ 
cent as he is, Ford is no angel bu t a 
mortal politician, and in choosing 
the Vice President he was also u na­ 
v oidably making a party political 
decision. Once again the obitu ary 
notices on the Repu blican party 
hav e prov ed to be prematu re. With 
Nix on gone and the impeachment 
proceedings formally closed, the 
party in Congress feels the immi­ 
nent threat of dev astation in the No­ 
v ember elections lifted. 
In the cou ntry and in the White 
Hou se it can begin to think abou t the 
presidential elections of 197 6, and 
there its prospects su ddenly glow. 
Unless something goes abru ptly 
wrong, President Ford will be an in­ 
comparably stronger candidate than 
any contender might hav e been who 
emerged from the carnage of a con­ 
tested Repu blican conv ention two 
y ears from now, had Nix on man­ 
aged to cling to office u ntil then. 
Ford will be free then to decide 
whether to offer Rockefeller the 
v ice-presidential nomination, or not. 
It will depend, one may su spect, 
on the ability or inability that Rock­ 
efeller shows in the nex t two y ears to 
su bdu e his own ebu llience, and keep 
his own priv ate apparatu s of wealth 
and power reasonably u nder cov er, 
as befits a su bordinate role. Rocke­ 
feller is somewhat u naccu stomed to 
being any body ’s su bordinate. 
If he can do it, and if consequ ent­ 
ly Mr. Ford can face hav ing him as 
Vice President for a fu ll electiv e 
term starting in 1976, then Rockefel­ 
ler will he an u nu su ally solid asset to 
Ford’s campaign, likely to help him 
carry sev eral big states, beginning 
with New York and qu ite probably 
inclu ding Pennsy lv ania and Califor­ 
nia, which Ford will need to carry 
against the Democrats. Not least. 
President Ford had to prov ide for 
the su ccession in the u nlikely bu t not 
impo^ible ev ent that he shou ld die 
in office. 
Rockefeller’s ex perience is v ast, 
the list of his su ccessfu l pu blic en­ 
terprises is long, and he is nev er 
withou t the stable of first-class ad­ 
v isers that an intelligent man of 
wealth and position can assu re him­ 
self. Ev en the political grou ps that 
dislike or fear him do not u su ally 
qu estion his capacity to ru n practi­ 
cally any thing once he giv es his 
mind to it, inclu ding if necessary the 
gov ernment of the United States. 
Great wealth ex poses any man to 
carping, bu t it also giv es him a long 
ru n and, if he is lu cky enou gh to hav e 
health and energy as Rockefeller 
has, it makes possible an ex ception­ 
al breadth of interests. Shaken as it 
has been by the self-indu ced ship­ 
wreck of President 
Nix on, the 
American people can settle again, 
the continu ity and moderation of its 
gov ernment assu red.

Thai the reins of ou r gov ernment 
passed from a President to a v ice 
president solely as a resu lt of a one- 
sentence letter from the President to 
Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is a 
monu ment to the political stability 
of ou r gov ernment. 
Many citizens hav e been tu rned 
off from participating in gov ern­ 
ment by a nu mber of bad ex amples 
by pu blic serv ants inclu ding those 
actors in the Watergate mess, Gov . 
Kerner and the late Pau l Powell bal­ 
ancing the ledger showing neither 
major political party has a monopo­ 
ly of ‘‘dirty tricks” politics.

Ene rgy crisis 
still with us

The warning that au tomobile an­ 
tifreeze will be in short su pply this 
season and dou ble the price it u sed 
to be is an u npleasant reminder that 
the energy crisis is still v ery mu ch 
with u s. 
The waiting lines may be gone at 
the neighborhood gas station bu t 
there is a “hidden” part of the ener­ 
gy crisis we are not too consciou s of 
u ntil we discov er a produ ct we once 
took for granted is no longer av aila­ 
ble or has soared in cost. 
This is the portion of the energy 
spectru m that concerns the small 
amou nt of the nation’s oil and natu ­ 
ral gas that is not u sed for fu el bu t as 
raw material for making the petro­ 
chemicals that hav e become so es­ 
sential to modern life. How essen­ 
tial? 
“From the time we get u p in the 
morning and bru sh ou r teeth with a 
plastic toothbru sh and wash ou r fac­ 
es with manmade detergent, u ntil 
we go to bed at night and pu ll ou r 
permanent press sheets and sy nthe­ 
tic blankets, we are su rrou nded by 
petrochemicals.” 
The qu ote is by Richard C. Perry 
who is in charge of Feedstock and 
Energy for Union Carbide Corp. 
Althou gh the percentage of oil 
and natu ral gas that goes to make 
petrochemicals is ex tremely small 
compared to the amou nt that goes to 
fu el u ses—abou t fiv e percent of the 
oil and 10 per cent of gas—ou r de­ 
pendence u pon them is mu ch great­ 
er than we realize, say s Perry . 
Consider the family car. If we 
were to remov e ev ery thing based on 
petrochemicals from today ’s au to­ 
mobile, gone wou ld not only be su ch 
essentials as antifreeze hu t radiator 
hoses themselv es, also tires, brake 
flu id, steering wheel, dashboard, u p­ 
holstery and carpeting. Gone, too, 
wou ld be the windshield becau se the 
resins that hold safety glass together 
are deriv ed from petrochemicals. 
And also gone, the grille and ev en 
the paint. 
In and arou nd the home we come 
in contact with petrochemicals in 
paints and finishes for walls, fu rni­ 
tu re and apu iiances, v iny l wall cov ­ 
erings and noor tile, kitchen cou n­ 


tertops, refrigerant for air condi­ 
tioners, refrigerators and freezers. 
Ev en the family medicine chest 
depends u pon petrochemicals. Com­ 
mon aspirin is a petrochemical de­ 
riv ativ e. In the garden shed: Gar­ 
bage and leaf bags, fertilizers, hu g 
spray s, weed killers—all petro­ 
chemicals. 


Okay , Bu t do we really need all 
these manmade materials? Why not 
go back to the natu rally occu rring 
materials we u sed before sy nthetics 
came along? 
The answer is simple, say s Per­ 
ry : Natu ral produ cts are in ex ­ 
tremely short su pply and getting 
shorter. There are too many people 
in the world today to be su pported by 
natu ral produ cts. There aren’t 
enou gh trees and we cou dn’t raise 
enou gh sheep. 
Ev en if natu ral materials were 
av ailable, in many cases they can­ 
not do the job as well or as inex pen­ 
siv ely as sy nthetics 
with their 
u niqu e properties of light weight 
comhineid with strength, wrinkle re­ 
sistance, long wear, etc. 
Then, too, any massiv e shift back 
to natu ral materials wou ld cau se se­ 
v ere economic dislocations. It might 
seem a simple matter, for instance, 
to go back to cotton for all the things 
we now make from sy nthetic fibers. 
Bu t how do we come by the 16 to 20 
million additional acres of crop­ 
land? 
To add 16 million acres of cotton 
wou ld mean redu cing the nation’s 
soy bean crop by 30 per cent. A re­ 
du ction that size in soy bean produ c­ 
tion wou ld send the cost of animal 
feed sky rocketing worse than it is al­ 
ready . 
In su m, like it or not, we are de­ 
pendent u pon petrochemicals. From 
no other single natu ral resou rce do 
we get fou r of the fu ndamental needs 
of life: Food, throu gh fertilizers and 
pesticides; shelter, throu gh stru c­ 
tu ral materials, coatings and adhe­ 
siv es; clothing, throu gh fibers, and 
health care, throu gh dru gs. 
The thing that is really hard to 
u nderstand is why we continu e to 
send most of this preciou s natu ral 
resou rce u p in names.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Until 
we get ou r facts straight we are not 
going to cu re inflation. 
Unless we u p the produ ction of 
steel, coal, gas, alu minu m, oil, food 
and a fistfu ll of other critically short 
basic materials, plu s improv e indu s­ 
trial efficiency , we are going to con­ 
tinu e indefinitely to su ffer from ru n^ 
away prices and rising u nemploy ^ 
ment. 
It goes withou t say ing that we 
cannot attack those two problems— 
u nderprodu ction and inefficiency — 
u nless we know their cau ses accu r­ 
ately . This seems bey ond ou r capac­ 
ity . 
Take recent testimony before 
Congress by two leading economic 
spokesmen. One was William R. Si­ 
mon, secretary of the Treasu ry and 
representativ e of the Ford adminis­ 
tration. The other was I. W. Abel, 
president of the United Steelworkers 
of America and chairman of the 
Economic Policy Committee of the 
AFL-CIO, an organization highly in­ 
flu ential in the Congress. 
Abel, in short, said indu strial 
profits hav e been going u p ex orbi- 
tanfly . “ ... corporate after-tax prof-. 
its ju mped 28 per cent in the second 
qu arter of this y ear... after a 19 per 
cent increase in the first qu arter, 
(following)... profit boosts of 26 per 
cent in 197 3,25 per cent in 1972 and 17 
per cent in 197 1.” 
Simon said that when the effect of, 
inflation is eliminated and more re­ 
alistic accou nting applied, after-tax 
profits of indu stry actu ally declined 
by 21 per cent, from $36.1 billion in 
1965 to $28.5 billion in 1973. He added - 
that the effectiv e tax rate on tru e, 
profits rose from 43 per cent in 1965 ’ 
to 59 per cent in 1973. 
“On this basis,” said Simon, 
“after div idend pay ments, the re­ 
tained earnings av ailable for re-in­ 
v estment, which were $19 billion in 
1965 were only $5 billion in 1973 . . . 
Thu s . . . the sharp rise in profits 
was an optical illu sion cau sed by in­ 
flation. And this helps to ex plain why 
the ability of bu siness to increase its 
produ ctiv e capacity is in jeopardy .” 
Simon sees this lack of profit in­ 
centiv e as ex plaining why plant and 
equ ipment spending since 1960 in the 
United States was only 15 per cent of 
total ou tpu t, whereas France inv est­ 
ed 18 per cent, Germany 20 per cent 
and Japan 27 per cent. And why 
gross domestic inv estment in 1973 
was 17 per cent for the U.S., 26 per 
cent for France, 25 per cent for Ger­ 
man y and 37 per cent for Japan. 
Each man, Abel and Simon, had 
access to the same data. Bu t their 
“facts” come ou t 180 degrees apart, 
a dreadfu lly important difference. If 
Abel’s facts ana reasoning are right, 
we are to crack down on indu stry 
and its profits, u sing these fu nds to 
bring u s ou t of the economic mess 
we’re m. Bu t if Simon is right, we 
mu st take the oppc^ite tack, easing 
the bu rdens on indu stry to end infla­ 
tion and u nemploy ment. Say s Si­ 
mone “ . . . we mu st make ev ery ef­ 
fort to ex pand ou r produ ctiv e capac­ 
ity . To this end adequ ate profit in­ 
centiv es are cru cially important.” 
Two diametrically opposed solu ­ 
tions. If we adopt the wrong one we 
face disaster. It wou ld seem lex ical, 
therefore, to go to some length to de­ 
termine whether Abel is right or Si­ 
mon—or neither.
